Another change in policy which is 
incorporated in the new ordinance is 
the discontinuance of the practice of 
allowing a discount if the water bill 
is paid within 10 days or the adding 
of a penalty if it is not paid within 
30 days. The practise of shutting off 
the water if the bill is not paid with- 
in 30. days will be continued however, 
and, since other penalties are elimina- 
ted, will be very strictly enforced. 

All users now have meters. There 
are in all about 425 water meters in- 
stalled. It is estimated that under the 
new rates sufficient revenue will be 
derived to pay current operating ex- 
penses, exiating indebtedness when 
due and leave a small balance each 
year to take care of unforseen expen- 
ses and emergencies. : 

Before even considering the reduc- 
tion in water rates‘the council made 
a survey of rates in surrounding 
‘towns and other cities in the State of 
approximately the same size ag Eaat 
Jordan: The results of . the survey 
showed that’even our old water rate 
waa lower than the rates in other 
towns, The Council is showing a wil- 
lingnoas to do the right thing. :They 
Propose to enact the new ordinance 
Monday. night.
